A New Visiting Committee On 
Chinese Export Porcelain 


at the Peabody Museum of Salem 


The Peabody Museum of Salem 
has recently formed a new Visit- 
ing Committee on Chinese Ex- 
port Porcelain and related deco- 
trative arts with Walter W. 
Patten, Jr., as its first chairman. 
Mr. Patten, who lives in Boston, 
has long been interested in Chi- 
nese products designed for the 
American market that first flour- 
ished in the late 18th century. 


Others who have agreed toserve 
on this committee include Dr. 
John Quentin Feller, Professor of 
History at the University of 
Scranton and the Museum’s Hon- 
orary Curator of Chinese Export 
Porcelain; Mrs. Frances B. Loth- 
rop; and Mrs. Jean Mudge. Author 
of Chinese. Export Porcelain for 
the American Market, 1783-1823; 
Mrs. Mudge is currently working 
on a new and expanded treat- 


ment of the subject. Peter Fetch- 
ko, Acting Director of the Mu- 
seum, and Lucy Batchelder, 
Registrar, are included on the 
committee as Museum repre- 
sentatives. 


Mr. Patten hopes to expand the 
committee to about 15 members 
who will all contribute in their 
particular areas of expertise. The 
group will function as an exten- 
sion of the Museum’s Department 
of Ethnology and serve its Cura- 
tor in an advisory capacity. In 
addition, the committee will 
work to foster a better under- 
standing of the early China Trade 
among Museum members and the 
public through exhibitions, pub- 
lications, lectures and seminars. 


The Peabody Museum of Sa- 
lem’s collection of China Trade 
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material has long been recog- 
nized as one of great quality and 
depth. Two years ago a represen- 
tative selection was chosen for a 
special exhibition, “America and 
the China Trade.” Still on display 
in two large galleries, it includes 
not only porcelain, but also paint- 
ings, lacquerware, carvings, fans, 
silver and furniture made in 
China for the American Market 
from the late 1700’s to the late 
1800’s. This autumn still another 
“china” exhibition opened in the 
Loring Room of the Ernest S. 
Dodge Building. Devoted pri- 
marily to 19th century Famille 
Rose from the Alma Cleveland 
Porter collection, it was organ- 
ized by Carl L. Crossman, the 
Museum’s Consultant and Ad- 
visor in the Oriental Trades. 


These great geese tureens, among 
the earliest accessions of the Pea- 
body Museum of Salem, now 
dominate the special exhibition, 
America and the China Trade.

TANNERS OF 
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What Kind of Museum? 


What kind of museum? How 
many times have we been asked 
that question about the Peabody 
Museum of Salem? Even those of 
us very close to it and familiar 
with its long history stretching 
back for 181 years, find it some- 
times difficult to give a coherent 
answer to some uncomprehend- 
ing visitor who fails to discern 
the logic in its collections. 

My own thought on the matter, 
after twelve years of association 
with the Museum, is that our 
identity crisis is the result of 
change, change which has pro- 
duced three distinct phases 
discernible in our history and 
our collections and which can be 
compared to those that we asso- 
ciate with the growth and devel- 
opment of an individual: infancy 
and youth, adolescence, and 
maturity.

The Museum’s present struc- 
ture and balance between the 
departments of Maritime His- 
tory, Ethnology and Natural 
History are largely phenomena of 
the last fifty years. They have 
evolved.as such through the in- 
terests of individuals and the 
sentiment of the times. Their 
beginnings are to be found in the 
cabinets of natural and artificial 
curiosities assembled by the East 
India Marine Society (fig. 1), 
which were a product of the eigh- 
teenth century enlightenment, 
and the youthful enthusiasm of a 
new nation which found itself in 
the forefront of world commerce 
which brought within the reach 
of each seaman the distant and 
exotic ports of the world. Hum- 
bled by their own feats, captains 
and supercargoes of the Society 
chose to emulate the great Cap- 


tain James Cook, circumnavi- 
gator and explorer of the Pacific, 
(fig. 2) who did so much to in- 
sure their own health and safety 
at sea and who promoted the 
gathering of scientific data and 
the assembling of ethnological 
and natural history collections. 
The documentation of their own 
history and the development of 
Salem’s maritime heritage was 
not, however, their objective. 
They were part of that maritime 
tradition and too close to it to ap- 
preciate its great interest and 
historical import. Though occa- 
sional specimens of a maritime 
nature were preserved as part of 
the East India Marine Society’s 
collections, it was not until a 
later period that systematic col- 
lecting of maritime objects took 
place. 

Rather, their goals, as stated in 
their 1799 charter were: 


“To assist the widows and children of 
deceased members, to collect such 
facts and observations as may tend 
to the improvement and security of 
navigation and to form a museum of 
Natural and Artificial curiosities, 
particularly such as are to be found 
beyond the Cape of Good Hope and 
Cape Horn...” 


Marine societies were not unu- 
sual. Salem already had had one 
since 1766 and others were to be 
found along the eastern seaboard: 
Boston since 1742, Newport, 
1752, and New York, 1769. The

first two articles of the charter 
were common to most, but the 
third, the formation of a museum 
in conjunction with a marine 
society, was a unique idea even 
though museums themselves 
were not new. Shortlived at- 
tempts had been made in Charles- 
ton in 1773 by the Library Soci- 
ety of Charleston, and by Pierre 
Eugene de Simitiere in Philadel- 
phia, whose museum eventually 
became partially incorporated in- 
to the famous museum of Charles 
Wilson Peale which opened in 
1786. 

For almost seventy years the 
East India Marine Society met 
its obligations to its charter. 


Gradually, however, Salem’s im- 
portance as a center of maritime 
activity decreased and member- 
ship, which required a captain or 
supercargo to have sailed around 
Cape Horn or the Cape of Good 
Hope, dwindled to such an ex- 
tent that by 1867 support of 
their Society’s ideals became an 
impossibility. Of the total of 348 
members only 70 were then sur- 
viving and fewer yet were active 
members who could fill the cases 
and adorn the walls of East India 
Marine Hall. The very existence 
of the Museum and its great col- 
lection was in jeopardy and only 
through the nearly unprece- 
dented munificence of George 
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Peabody were they rescued. Pea- 
body’s gift in 1867 of $140,000 
provided for the purchase of East 
India Marine Hall and the place- 
ment of the collections of East In- 
dia Marine Society and the Na- 
tural History collections of the 
Essex Institute on permanent 
deposit. The new society was to 
be known as the Peabody Aca- 
demy of Science (fig. 3). 


Dedication ceremonies were 
held in East India Marine Hall 
during the annual meeting of the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science in 1869. 
Speaking on behalf of the East 
India Marine Society and its past 
members was its president, B.H. 
Silsbee: “These men have passed 
away, and the commerce of 
Salem has departed.” The muse- 
um of the East India Marine 
Society “. watched over and 
taken care of, as it will be by 
your Academy, will help to keep 
fresh the memory of those active 
and enterprising and able ship- 
masters, whose canvas was 
spread to the breeze on almost 
every sea, and of whom we, their 
children, may justly feel proud.” 
Speaking at the same occasion 
was William C. Endicott, first 
president of the newly founded 
Peabody Academy of Science, 
who referred to the Society’s 
members as a “remarkable body 
of men, educated not in the 
schools and universities, but by 
the rough experiences of the 
ocean, by foreign intercourse, by 
large adventures and weighty 
responsibilities.” 

These words mark the passing 
of one tradition and one phase of 
our Museum’s development. The 
collecting of curiosities was to be 
replaced by new obligations out- 
lined in the instrument of trust 
of George Peabody: “. . . for the 
promotion among the inhabitants 
of my native county of Essex, of 
the study and knowledge of the 
natural and physical sciences, 
and of their application to the 
useful arts.” Early on, discus- 
sions on how to best translate 
Mr. Peabody’s desires into a 


workable system, particularly 
by the Academy’s first Director, 
Frederick Ward Putnam, neither 
clarified the situation completely 
nor dampened the enthusiasm 
for Natural History which be- 
came the principal emphasis of 
the Academy. The Director and 
curators were all then prominent 
and eventually internationally 
known naturalists who had stud- 
ied under Louis Agassiz at the 
Museum of Comparative Zoology 
in Cambridge. These men were 
inspired by the developing 
science and technology of the 
time and by Darwinian thought. 
They transformed the “cabinet of 
natural and artificial curiosities” 
into a vast comparative and 
synoptic collection of world wide 
natural history specimens, in- 
stalled in cases occupying two 
levels in East India Marine Hall 
(fig. 4). This period from 1867 to 
roughly 1942 marks the second 
phase of our development and can 
be compared to otir adolescence.

It was a tumultuous period and 
one that spanned the careers of 
four out of the five directors the 
museum has had since 1867. By 
1880, however, there was already 
a slight hesitancy about the 
direction the museum was tak- 
ing. Edward S. Morse, who as- 
sumed the directorship in that 
year, realized the museum could 
not hope to compete with the 
museums of the Boston Society 
of Natural History and the 
Museum of Comparative Zoology 
at Cambridge. Morse urged that 
the Academy should “endeavour 
to perfect those departments 
which already give it preemi- 
nence above all other museums 
in the country.” He recommended 
enlarging and improving the un- 
rivalled ethnological collections 
which had been the result of the 
intelligent interest of the Salem 
sea captains who had founded 


the East India Marine Society. 
Simultaneously John Robinson, 
who was elected to the Board of 
Trustees in 1875 and served as 
Treasurer and Acting Director 
during Morse’s visits to Japan, 
continued the collecting of ob- 
jects and portraits relating to 
Salem’s great maritime past. 
Robinson was a botanist whose 
father served as supercargo on 
Salem vessels in the China Trade. 
The shift from the preeminence 
of the Natural History depart- 
ment to the three departments 
that we have today was gradual, 
as can be seen in a guide pub- 
lished in 1896 which lists the 
following: 

1. A nearly complete collection 
of the animals, and minerals, 
and rocks of Essex County. 

2. A synoptical collection illus- 
trating the animal kingdom 
from the lowest to the highest 
forms... 

3. A small type collection of min- 
erals ... and one of fossils. . . 

4. A collection arranged by coun- 
tries, of objects illustrating the 
everyday life, dress and reli- 
gious customs ... of the native 
races of China, Japan, India...

etc. 


5. “An historical collection of por- 


traits of prominent Salem mer- 
chants, members and officers 
of the East India Marine Soci- 
ety, together with many inter- 
esting relics connected with 
the early social character of 
that institution and models 
and pictures of Salem mer- 
chant vessels.” 


This hierarchical listing of ma- 
jor collections is certainly not the 
way we would list them today. 
We must remember, however, 
that the marine department as 
such, experienced its tremendous 
growth only in the twentieth 
century. 

In 1921 John Robinson pub- 
lished The Marine Room of the 
Peabody Museum of Salem but it 
was not until 1942 that the 
Natural History collection and 
cases were removed completely 
from East India Marine Hall and 
the Hall restored to its former 
elegance. 

Only since that time have we 
started our mature phase of 
development. It is fortunate that 
the museum had as its Director 
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for nearly this entire period a 
man of great personality, scholar- 
ship and vision. During his career 
Ernest S. Dodge was quick to 
recognize the preeminence of 
Maritime History, for it is to the 
captains of the East India Marine 
Society that we owe our inception 
and unique collections. Ernest 
recognized also, however, that 
our strength lies in the combina- 
tion of our three departments and 
that the greatness of each con- 
tributes to the importance of the 
museum. The manner in which 
the departments have evolved, 
linked as they are to the history 
of New England and commerce, 
the development of Science and 
Natural History and the disci- 
plines of Ethnology and Anthro- 
pology, makes the Peabody Mu- 
seum a unique institution. Only 
the future will tell how well we 
have answered that query—what 
kind of museum?

Sealed with a Netsuke

Current netsuke auctions, ads, 
conferences, exhibits, books and 
catalogues all attest to the high 
interest in learning about and 
collecting netsuke, the decora- 
tive small Japanese sculptures 
used to suspend pouches and 
storage boxes, etc., from the sash 
or obi of the kimono. Kimono 
had no pockets, so sagemono, 
hanging objects such as pouches 
or boxes for personal articles, 
writing kits, books, clocks, pipe 
cases, in fact, anything the 
wearer might require during the 
day, were strung on a cord whose 
ends were threaded through 
openings, or himotoshi, in a net- 
suke, then tied together. The 
cord and netsuke were slipped 
up under the obi and the netsuke 
hung over the upper edge of the 
sash, acting as a toggle or stop 
that prevented the sagemono 
from falling. A sliding bead, or 
ojime, was often strung on the 
cord between the sagemono and 
the netsuke to tighten or loosen 
the opening of the sagemono. 
This entire set was worn at the 
waist, slightly to the rear, func- 
tioning as a portable hip pocket.

Netsuke weren’t needed by 
women, who were able to tuck 
small belongings into the folds of 
their very wide, tight obi, but 
Japanese men wore sagemono 
and netsuke ensembles daily 
over a three hundred year pe- 
riod, until the adoption of 
western clothing and cigarettes 
late in the nineteenth century 
made them unnecessary.

The gradual development of 
netsuke from utilitarian natural 
objects such as gourds, shells 
and roots (the word netsuke 
means “root to fasten”) to in- 
tricate and elaborate sculptures 
took place during Tokugawa or 
Edo period, 1603-1867, a two 
hundred and fifty year period in 
which Japan’s strict policy of 
isolation effectively halted 
foreign influence and ideas and 
encouraged the growth of in- 
digenous art forms. 
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Various types of netsuke 
evolved: an early form was the 
manju, named for the round rice 
cake, or manju, it resembled; a 
hollowed-out, openwork variant 
of manju, called ryusa; sashi, a 
long narrow type worn thrust be- 
hind the obi for support; kagami- 
buta, a shallow bow]! with a metal 
lid inserted in the top; and kata- 
bori, netsuke that are carved on 
all sides, figures in the round. 
The functional requirements of 
all these types of netsuke im- 
posed certain limitations on 
their form and design, for net- 
suke had to be compact in order 
to slip under the obi, with no pro- 
truding pieces or sharp edges to 
snag the kimono. Furthermore, 
netsuke craftsmen had to pro- 
vide unobtrusive cord openings 
for the cord to pass through, 
openings perfectly placed to 
balance and show off the proper 
side of the netsuke.

Despite these restrictions, im- 
aginative and unique netsuke 
were created by craftsmen in the 
seventeenth century and later by 
netsuke-shi, artisans who spe- 
cialized in making netsuke, 
utilizing every available mate- 
rial in addition to wood and 
ivory, including bamboo, bone, 
horn, glass, coral, etc. Netsuke- 
shi and skilled artisans from 
other trades, such as metal- 
workers, potters, lacquerers, 
etc., who created netsuke in ad- 
dition to their regular products, 
were also free to express individ- 
ual creativity in their selection 
and portrayal of subject matter. 
As a consequence, virtually 
every object in Japan, animate or 
inanimate, real or fancied, was 
depicted in netsuke. 


Vast numbers of netsuke-shi 
and other artisans became en- 
gaged in producing netsuke to 
meet the enormous demand 
which was indirectly created by 
governmental policies of the 
Tokugawa shogunate. To main- 
tain class distinctions, sumptu- 
ary laws prohibited extravagant 
clothing, jewelry or other adorn- 
ment, thereby indirectly promot- 
ing the use of netsuke and sage- 
mono, which were considered 
necessities. More and more, 
elaborate netsuke and sagemono 
became the means for displaying 
the wealth, taste and degree of 
refinement of the wearer. In 
1716 an edict repealed a ban on 
tobacco, creating the greatest de- 
mand for netsuke, as almost

every male smoked, and there 
was a universal need for netsuke 
to suspend tobacco pouches and 
pipe cases. 


An earlier edict, in the seven- 
teenth century, not only stimu- 
lated a demand for netsuke and 
inro, a type of sagemono made up 
of several tiered compartments, 
but also may have inspired the 
development of katabori net- 
suke, figures in the round, at 
the beginning of the eighteenth 
century. 


This law decreed that impor- 
tant documents were not legally 
valid unless stamped by a seal 
with the signature of the heads 
of families. Seal making flour- 
ished as family heads selected 
seals to use as their signatures 
and officially registered them 
with the government. A conveni- 
ent way to carry around a seal 
and supply of solid ink paste had 
to be devised, so compartmented 
boxes, or inro, (the word means 
“seal case”), that stored both 
items were hung from the obi by 
netsuke. Sets of inro and netsuke 
became increasingly elegant and 
were worn almost exclusively by 
the upper classes, but as the need 
for stamped signatures spread to 
all classes, the seal itself served 
as a netsuke and its use was 
widespread. 


Many of the seals used as net- 
suke were undoubtedly made by 
Japanese craftsmen, for seals 
had been introduced to Japan 
from China as early as the

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seventh century; identification 
seals on government documents 
became mandatory in Japan by 
the eighth century. Imported 
seals, engraved with Chinese 
characters were used in the be- 
ginning, then were used as 
models by Japanese seal makers 
as the demand for seals grew. 


Though the art of seal-making 
was an established craft in Japan 
at the time of the Tokugawa 
edict stipulating seal signatures, 
the decree coincided with a 
period of cultural exchange with 
China in which many small 
Chinese art objects, particularly 
seals, were also made into net- 
suke by providing holes and a 
cord. Since this exchange occur- 
red during the late seventeenth 
century, it has been suggested 
that the carved, sculptural 
handles of Chinese seals used as 
netsuke were the prototypes for 
katabori netsuke, the figures 
carved on all sides that began to 
appear early in the eighteenth 
century, becoming the most com- 
mon type of netsuke. These net- 
suke from the museum’s collec- 
tion may be adaptations of 
Chinese seals; see pictures 3 & 4. 


Seal making became a separate 
miniature art form in Japan, one 
that is thriving today, for seals 
are still an indispensable part of 
everyday life. The craft involves 
disciplines of sculpture and carv- 
ing as well as a knowledge of 
calligraphy and Chinese charac- 
ters, which continue to be en- 
graved on the base. During the 
Tokugawa period seal makers 
created innumerable netsuke 
seals, for the majority of netsuke 
that could be used for two pur- 
poses were seals.

A Brief Study: 


Borders of Mandarin and Rose Medallion Chinese Export Porcelain 
from the collection of Alma Cleveland Porter 


On November 20th, the Alma 
Cleveland Porter Collection of 
19th century famille rose export 
procelains went on exhibition at 
the Peabody Museum in Salem. 
This important collection, formed 
over a period of thirty-five years 
by a prominent antiques dealer, is 
remarkable for its diversity and 
completeness. Its shapes, designs 
and patterns cover the entire 
spectrum of famille rose patterns 
known as Mandarin and Rose 
Medallion for the Chinese export 
trade. 


The “Mandarin” pattern, an 
overall design of Chinese figures 
in interiors or landscapes, seems 
tohave evolved out of similar 18th 
century Chinese export patterns, 
which in turn (undoubtedly) came 
from the designs on Kang Hsi and 
later porcelains made for native 
consumption. The patterns and 
vignettes of Chinese life would 
have been available at the kilns of 
Ching te Chen and the porcelain 
decorating shops of Canton. The 
18th century porcelains for ex- 
port which utilized the court and 
garden scenes were done in light, 
washed-on colors which were 
more transparent than those of 
the19thcentury wares. Thecolors 
of red tended more towards the 
purples and light pinks than the 
harsh reds of the 19th century. 
The drawing of the faces, the exe- 
cution of the landscapes and 
household details were more re- 
fined in the earlier period. Often

these earlier scenes were used on 
punch bowls and pitchers with 
elaborate diapered and festooned 
borders which were similar to 
European porcelain designs by 
such factories as Meissen. 


It can be assumed that, as the 
18th century closed, more and 
more English and European fac- 
tories were able tosupply the fine 
quality porcelain demanded for 
general consumption in the west. 
Consequently the interest in 
custom order patterns from China 
ofthe18th centurysuchascrests, 
coats-of-arms, ships, landscape 
vignettes, biblical scenes, etc., 
waned. Therefore, the Chinese, 
anxious to maintain their porce- 
lain export market, evolvedanew 
series of designs which were of

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Chinese inspiration rather than of 
European print derivation. This 
is conjecture, but it does explain 
the change in taste in the export 
porcelains of the beginning and 
middle of the 19th century. 


The earlier Mandarin patterns, 
such as the plate made for a mem- 
ber of the Scott family (fig. 1) 
(possibly Sir Walter’s) circa 1815, 
retain much of the painting style 
of the 18th century wares of 
Chinese-ty pe decoration, with its 
delicate coloring and fine linear 
draftsmanship. The colors are 
thinly washed and leave the 
opaqueness of the porcelain body 
much in evidence. The design is 
treated with a delicacy that is not 
to be found on the later Mandarin 
porcelains. Interestingly, this 
center design, which varies on 
each piece of the service, relates to 
the center motifs of the Imperial 
or Princess pattern of the late 
18th century (now regrettably 
knownas the Rockefeller pattern) 
with its elaborate and intricate 
gold and diapered borders. But 
the border on the Scott plate is the 
herald of changes to come. Rather 
than a heavy European-style 
border which may have been in- 
spired by porcelains such as 
Meissen, the Scott border is of but- 
terflies and flowers against a 
plain white ground. This is the in- 
troduction of a border that will, in 
several variations, become the 
basic border idea for the Man- 
darin porcelains of the 19th cen- 


tury. Thissame borderappearson 
three other pieces of porcelain in 
the Porter collection and on a 
fourth piece privately owned. 
With the exception of a cut-corner 
square serving bowl, the other 
pieceseach haveacrestrelating to 
an English family. The first, a re- 
ticulated platter, has the crest of 
the Marjoribanks family strange- 
ly placed on the underside of the 
piece. The second is a plate with 
an unidentified crest inscription 
and an English ship within an en- 
closure. The third is a cup and 
saucer with a small orange crest 
(unidentified). The latter two 
pieces have their Englishcrestsin 
the same location as that on the 
Scott piece. Therefore in a period 
of circa 1800-1820, a number of 
services for the English market 
were special-ordered, still using 
the crest devices of the 18th cen- 
tury but on a newer design of por- 
celain which foreshadows the 
Mandarin pattern of the next fifty 
years. Each of these services, 
although for different pur- 
chasers, has the same border. 
Through the crested pieces one 
may tentatively date the cut- 
corner bow] in the same period. 
The study of other services with 
similar borders may establish an 
entire group of porcelains coming 
from Canton in the first quarter of 
the 19th century all having the 
same border motifs.

A rare small cider jug (fig. 2) 
with crossed strap handles, is 
decorated with a continuous 
scene taken from Chinese court 
life, with an unusual dancer hold- 
ing a gilded vessel, possibly an in- 
cense burner. The coloration of 
this jug is unusual with its pur- 
ples rather than heavy pinks and 
reds. But it is the border which is 
of greatest interest, since it re- 
tains the feeling of the paneled 
and diapered borders on the 18th 
century special order pieces with 
Chinese decoration. Although 
somewhat Western in appear- 
ance, the motifs of the border are 
completely Chinese. The small 
blue enclosures are each deco- 
rated with stylized waves, and 
the scenes within and between 
are of Chinese figures, flora and 
fauna. Note that the panels of the 
lid are exactly repeated on the rim 
decoration of the jug. This same 
border, using green instead of 
blue, appears on a plate in the 
Porter collection.

The use of a European style 
border was to continue into the 
19thcentury on the Mandarinand 
famille rose type decorated 
pieces, even though the borders 
which were completely Chinese in 
feeling were to become more 
popular. A deep dish, (fig. 3) with 
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a simple famille rose vignette of 
flowers and sprigs for a center de- 
sign, has a blue diapered border 
similar to that found on English 
porcelains of the first quarter of 
the 19th century. This piece hasa 
gilt initial“B” for the Blake family 
of Boston; the border is known to 
appear onotherservices of similar 
decoration.

A domed teapot with a fully de- 
veloped Mandarin scene in heavy 
polychrome decoration (fig. 4), 
(Note the use of a Chinese lute on 
the table, the musical instrument 
of an upper class educated fam- 
ily), bears a green, gilt and orange 
border reminiscent of Derby and 
other English factory decoration. 
This particular border has ap- 
peared on as many as four sepa- 
rate services known to have been 
imported to the Boston area; two 
others are monogrammed. The 
Boston location would seem to im- 
ply that a local merchant filled 
several of his orders with the 
same type of service. It would ap- 
pear from the quality and the de- 
signs that the services were all 
made within a limited time span. 


A deep dish (fig. 5) with a fine 
quality center decoration of a 
Chinese scene is similarin quality 
and technique to the designs of 
the Scott and related porcelains, 
but it bears a fully developed and 
elaborately painted Chinese 
border. Peonies and chrysanthe- 


mums are a common decorative 
motif on these wares throughout 
the 19th century, the peony sym- 
bolizing spring and love and affec- 
tion, the chrysanthemum autumn 
and joviality. It is only appropri- 
ate that these pieces should be 
decorated with motifs familiar to 
the decorator. The addition of the 
melons is rare, as they appear on 
few pieces of export ware. The 
border uses a rich heavy ground 
which is characteristic of the 
finest Mandarin patterns.

An unusual export tea pot, (fig. 
6) based on an early 19th century 
English pottery or silver shape, 
has a scene of Chinese dancers, 
undoubtedly derived from 
Chinese court life and probably 
taken from a piece of Imperial

porcelain of an earlier date. The 
ornate diapered border, however 
reminiscent of European design 
it may be, is completely Chinese 
inexecution, much like the border 
of the small cider jug. The gilt in- 
itials “DN” are enclosed in the 
design. This border was used on 
several different services in vary- 
ing colors, blues and purples be- 
ing substituted for the maroon. 
Some have initials used in much 
the same way. Thusit would seem 
that at the beginning of the 19th 
century, certain stock borders 
originally of European inspira- 
tion were being used on special 
order pieces. Whether the spaces 
had been left blank in these 
borders to be filled in by the 
decorator in Canton, or whether 
they were entirely painted to 
order is not known; however, the 
fact that there are only a limited 
number of borders being used 
repeatedly for custom order fam- 
ille rose porcelains in the begin- 
ning of the 19th century would in- 
dicate the Chinese had estab- 
lished a few set patterns for 
borders on special orders. 


It has already been mentioned 
that the center designs of Chinese 
life on the Mandarin porcelains 
are probably based on real court 


situations and activities, and are 


in part derived from earlier porce- 
lains for native, and most likely, 
court use. The study of the indi- 
vidual scenes on the Mandarin 
porcelain is revealing of the court 
life of China. The furniture styles, 
the games, musical instruments, 
entertainments, tea parties, etc., 
are all correctly represented. The 


borders of these famille rose por- 
celains employ decorative motifs 
and symbols which have meaning 
to the Chinese: the Eight Trea- 
sures (pearl, lozenge, stone chime, 
rhinoceros horn, coin, mirror, 
book and leaf), the Hundred An- 
tiques, Four Treasures (ink, 
paper, brush/pen, ink slab), 
books, scrolls, the Eight 
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Auspicious Signs (wheel of law, 
conch shell, umbrella, canopy, 
lutes, jar, fish, mystic knot), lotus, 
chrysanthemum, tree peony, 
dragon, carp, and others. Each of 
these objects has its own special 
meaning and the general message 
of the borders and designs on the 
export is one of happiness, felic- 
ity, conjugal bliss, good fortune, 
etc.

A Mandarin mug (fig. 7) has an 
elaborate border of dragons, the 
emblem of vigilance and safety; 
the dragon is often seen with an 
appurtenance—a round red ob- 
ject—as it is seen here, which has 
various meanings: sun, moon, 
thunder, the pearl of potentiality. 
The side decoration of the mug de- 
picts a woman playing checkers, 
one of the courtly pursuits of an 
upper class lady.

After the introduction in the 
beginning of the 19th century of 
what has become known as the 
Mandarin pattern, with the 
borders of Western inspiration 
and Chinese style as described 
above, standardization of the 
borders had arrived by the 1820's. 
Below is an attempt through il- 
lustration and discussion, to 
break these borders into cate- 
gories. The first, painted on a 
domed teapot (fig. 8) of the 2nd 
quarter of the 19th century, isa 
rich gilt border of an almost 
tapestry-like nature which em- 
ploys fruits, butterflies and floral 
motifs in a thick, ornate array 
against a solid gold ground. This 
became a very popular border; it 
was used on the best decorated 
pieces and is not unlike the one 
seen on the deep dish with the 
melons.

A second border, here on a tre- 
foil shaped serving dish, (fig. 9) 
uses the motifs described pre- 
viously but on a plain porcelain 
background without gilt. Al- 
though not as popular as the more 
ornate border, it was frequently 
used on fine quality pieces. The 
center decoration of this pieceisa 
court scene with figures wearing 
tall feathered headdresses. 


A third border, (fig. 10) known 
as “Kissing Carp,” shows two fish 
face to face. These fish are one of 
the eight Buddhist Symbols and 
are painted in orange. The other 
devices used in the border, suchas

the scrolls, green fish, sword and 
the inner gold chain, all have sym- 
bolic meaning as well. A fourth 
border, the “Blue Bat,” appears on 
a fine vegetable tureen (fig. 11) 
decorated with four figurative 
groups and ornaments from the 
Hundred Antiques. This border 
has as its predominant design a 
large blue bat, emblem of hap- 
piness and longevity. It appears 
with extensive designs of flowers, 
birds and butterflies. The interior 
of this tureen is as superbly and 
richly decorated as the exterior.

A fifth Mandarin border, used 
on many examples in the Porter 
collection, has a lantern-like en- 
closure at the four points of the 
compass in the border. An excel- 
lent example is a cut corner flat 
serving dish (fig. 12) which 
clearly shows the lantern outline 
of the Dragon Pearl of the Eight 
Treasures. The remainder of the 
border is decorated with flowers 
and birds on a plain white porce- 
lain ground.

A rare variant border is the one 
painted on a large charger (fig. 
13) with a paneled Rose Medal- 
lion type center decoration. Rose 
Medallion may be definedasa pat- 
tern in the famille rose colors 
which is divided into four (some- 
times six) panels, each containing 
a figurative or floral grouping, or, 
rarely, a landscape vignette. The 
panels are separated from each 
other by a rich background deco- 
ration of gilt, green tendrils and 
rose tree peonies. The border here 
is a continuous group of Chinese 
figures eating, playing musical in- 
struments, and charming snakes 
contained in large porcelain jars. 
The different types of stools and 
furniture represented are fasci- 
nating documents of Chinese 
household appurtenances.

The more typical border for 
Rose Medallion is a simple one of 
green tendrils and tree peonies on 
a gold ground, a continuation of 
the background design which 
separates the panels. However, 
also common is a wide outer 
border which has four small indi- 
vidual panels at the four points of 
the compass in addition to the ten- 
drils, peonies and gilt. A small 
rectangular Mandarin-decorated 
serving tray (fig. 14) exhibits the 
solid border, while a shrimp dish 
(fig. 15) or nappie, illustrates the

paneled. The center decoration of 
the latter piece is a source of con- 
siderable information with its 
various types of furniture. There 
are the root and branch form 
tables with marble tops, and the 
fancily decorated porcelain 
garden seats extensively used in 
China, often as stands for plants, 
and in great vogue in the West. The 
handle of the dish is painted with 
three large chrysanthemums ona 
dotted background, a design 
motif often seen on these handled 
pieces. 

The above borders are the basic 
designs used in the first half of the 
19th century, but the Chinese 
decorators used them in endless 
combinations and recombina- 
tions. Perhaps one of the most ap- 
pealing aspects of the Porter 
collection is its superb represen- 
tations of variant borders such as 
that on a rare and handsomely 
decorated brush box (fig. 16). 
The box’s ends are decorated with 
the lantern or pearl enclosure 
motif, while the front has two 
borders separated by a stylized 
scroll; the first is of figures, the se- 
cond of ornaments on a heavy 
ground. The back has a repeat of 
the ornaments but a vignette of 
birds replaces the figurative 
group. The top of this box is of par- 
ticularly fine quality with its 
three figures and ornaments from 
the Hundred Antiques. But of the 
greatest amusement is the repre- 
sentation of the teapot found in 
the foreground, that symbol of one 
of the original inspirations and 
necessities of the China trade.
